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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Group II, species claims 94-97 and new 
claims 98-105 in Paper No. 10 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that 
it would not be undue burden to examine claims 1-69 in conjunction with claims 70-105, 
and at the very least examine claims 70-93 with claims 94-105. This is not found 
persuasive because, as discussed in the last Office Action of June 10, 2003, the two 
groups of invention and the species groupings are distinct for reasons stated therein. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 94-105 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Campbell (5,932,045). 

Campbell relates to a multi-layer article comprising an article having a first surface of at 
least partially cured first adherent and a second opposite surface having at least 
partially cured second adherent (abstract and col.3, lines 9-12). The multi-layer article 
has a surface flatness and a transmission flatness of about 0.05 to about 0.25 
waves/cm at wavelengths of about 0.4 to 0.7 microns (col .6, lines 28-32). The article is 
a filter, beam splitter, lenses, etc. (col. 12, lines 31-34). The Strehl value can be o,5 or

greater (col. 6, lines 51-53). The adherent is disposed between the article and a 
substrate (col.6, lines 54-57) which can be made from glass, polycarbonate, etc. 
material (col.1 1 , lines 31-43 and 42-43). The substrate can be of any shape, particularly 
circular and has a thickness of 0.1 to 1 .0 mm. In col. 12, lines 60-64, Campbell teaches 
that the article is typically "significantly free" from divots and peaks, which would infer to 
the presence of some relief pattern or diffraction grating roughness. 



4. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 1 50 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, 'The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc.
